Congressional Office of Technology Assessment 
Releases Report on TB 


The Office of Technology 


Assessment (OTA) recently 
released a report on “The Continu- 
ing Challenge of Tuberculosis.” 
This report, requested by three 
congressional committees, synthe- 
sizes current understanding of tuber- 
culosis (TB) in the Urited States 
and examines the federal role in its 
control. Especially hard hit are eco- 
nomically disadvantaged people, 
racial and ethnic minorities, and 
foreign-born individuals. The report 
concludes that, unchecked, these 
trends represent a profound threat 
to communities already saddled 


with poor health, poverty, and other 
social problems. 

In addition to reviewing the 
state of research in new preventive, 
diagnostic, and therapeutic technolo- 
gies, the report pays special atten- 
tion to the delivery of effective TB 
services, the emergency of mul- 
tidrug resistant TB and the relation- 
ship between TB and HIV. At a time 
when the nation is focused on 
healthcare reform, the threat of 
tuberculosis reminds us of the 
importance of maintaining a strong 
public health infrastructure. 

“Congress should consider allo- 


cating $275 million to fully fund the 
1992 CDC anti- tuberculosis plan as 
well as direct federal intervention in 
cities with extraordinarily high lev- 
els of active tuberculosis, multidrug- 
resistant TB, or HIV and TB 
coinfection,” OTA said.
